High School District Trustees 
To View $10 Million Budget 


The first 10° million dollar 
budget in Sequoia Union High 
School District history will 
come before the public and the 
board tonight. 

The 8 p.m. meeting in the 
district administration build- 
ing, 480 James St., Redwood 
City, is being held on the earli- 
est possible legal date (Aug. 1) 
and replaces the scheduled 
meeting on Wednesday, Aug. 7. 

The budget total is $10,- 
026,128. This is $332,614 
above the final total for 
1962-63, which was $9,693,- 
514. 


Further refinements of bud- 
get figures have brought last 
fiscal year’s expenditures much 
closer to those proposed for 
this year. 

Total expenditures and out- 
go in 1962-63 were $8,671,109 
compared to $9,747,470 for 
this fiscal year. This is a dif- 
ference of $1,076,361. The orig- 
inal difference was estimated 
as $1,376,361. 

In the* budget report, F. Dee

Falling Oak 
Endangers 
Power Line 


One of Menlo Park’s ancient 
oaks fell a victim, Friday. 

It almost did worse than 
that. 

The tree was situated in the 
yard of the Dwight Adams resi- 
dence, facing Ravenswood Ave- 
nue adjacent to the Menlo 
Park civic center. 

Friday—a warm day, when 
oak trees usually get a little 
top-heavy, with sap in the up- 
per branches—it toppled. 

The falling tree would have 
smashed power lines into the 
Menlo Park police station, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant Tony 
DeOcampo, but its course of 
collapse was diverted by a guy 
wire. 

The ground around the base 
of the tree had been watered 
extensively, DeOcampo said, 
, further explaining the reason 
’, for the collapse.

The report also indicates 
that the business office esti- 
mates of assessed value were 
close to the mark. The district 
had guessed that the total 
would be about $376,200,000. 
The county has indicated that 
the figure will be $376,331,432. 

Although the final figure is 
subject to audit by the county 
assessor, no change at this 
point is expected to materially 
affect income from property 
taxes estimated in the budget, 
Sanford said. 

The total income estimates 
from all sources went up 
$7876 from the May figures. 

And the beginning balance 
for this new fiscal year receiv- 
ed a $58,606 boost on the last 
day of the 1962463 year when 
previously announced state ap- 
portionment reductions were 
restored. 

“This is the first time in ma- 
ny years that the district has 
received reimbursement for 
transportation a total of 
$11,911,” Sanford reported. 

The district began the fiscal 
year with $1,322,405 as a start- 
ing balance. Income from a 
variety of state sources is es- 
timated as $1,969,438. County 
sources are expected to supply 
$210,234. 

Income from local sources 
— the unsecured roll tax rate, 
sales and rentals and others — 
is estimated as $604,319. 

Total income other than the 
secured roll taxes totals out at 
$2,786,991. This leaves $5,916,- 
732 to be raised by the secured 
roll tax rate to balance the 
budget.

Activity 
Booms 


With children’s programs in 
full stride and with the great- 
est book circulation for a July 
in its history, Menlo Park li- 
brary this week found itself 
almost bursting at the seams 
with activity. 

A circulation count of 26,070 
books has been recorded so far 
this month, according to Li- 
brarian Philip R. Morales. 
That’s almost one book for 
every person in Menlo Park— 
including the thousands who 
are under five years of age, 
many of whom cannot read. 

For these and others, there 


are special programs conduct-! 


ed at the library; some 600 
youngsters are participating in 
programs designed for them. 

Monthly circulation of books, 
Morales said, is close to the 
capacity of the library to store 
books. It’s only because some 
of the local library’s collection 
is in the hands of patrons at 
all times that the local facility 
isn’t crowded beyond its ¢a- 
pacity. 

July and August are usually 
months of heaviest book circu- 
lation during the year. 

But besides circulating 
books, the library has been 
busy with other programs, not-

Approximately 600 young- 


sters are registered and. are. 


activety partic:pating in a Sum- 
mer reading program, which 
features individualized selec- 
tion of books to meet particu- 
lar needs or interests. 

Weekly meetings of the Jun- 
ior Friends of the Library have 
been attended by between 50 
and 75 youngsters. 

For younger children, the li- 
brary has been the scene of 
“story hours” for pre-school 
age children; for ’teen-agers, 
there has been a record club 
functioning during the sum- 
mer. 

Activities are to continue 
through the remaining weeks 
of the summer.

The silent parading of pic- 
kets will provide an unusual 
setting for persons atending to- 
night’s 8 p.m. meeting of the 
Sequoia Union High School 
District board of trustees. 

It could be the final day of 
the picketing against alleged 
de facto segregation at Ravens- 
wood High School in East Palo 
Alto. 


“We will picket up to 
Thursday (today) then re- 
evaluate the week’s activi- 
ties and see what has devel- 
oped,” said Ken Washington, 
president of the South San 
Mateo County chapter of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo- 
ple. “We will then determine 
a course of action.” 


Included in the re-evaluation, 
he indicated, would be the at- 
titude of the trustees tonight 
when the NAACP and CORE 
(Congress of Racial Equality) 
seek a place on the agenda to 
discuss school attendance ar- 
eas. 

Because the agenda was clos- 
ed Friday for mailing purpos- 
es, a two-thirds board vote is 
needed to reopen it. 

This is standard board policy 
| for any request which comes in 
after the agenda has been 
printed and mailed, Dr. Turner 
said. The purpose is to allow 
, the widest possible circulation 
of an accurate agenda which 
gives propopents and oppon- 
| ents of an issue full opportuni- 
ty to attend, he said.

The timing of the request is

Agree 
To New 


Study 


Menlo Park City Councilmen 
have joined the chorus of mu- 
nicipal leaders who, with heads 
bloodied but unbowed by the 
recent road bond defeat, want 
to make another try to un- 
scramble San Mateo County 
traffic. 

In a study meeting Tuesday 
night, councilmen agreed to 
support appointment of the 
Greater Highways Committee 
‘to look into ways of using the 
new one-cent gasoline tax on a 
joint city-county basis. 

Formal action will proba- 
bly come in the form of a 
resolution at the regular 
meeting on Tuesday, Aug. 13. 

Councilmen left no doubt 
that they favored the study. 

Mayor William R. Lawson re- 
ported on the County Mayors’ 
Council meeting Friday night 
where County Engineer Don 
Wilson estimated “at least” $27 
million in new road money 
‘would be created by the one- 
cent levy. 

The $27 million figure in- 
cludes matching money propos- 
ed to come from city and coun- 
ty sales tax receipts. 

“I supported the study 
heartily,” Lawson said. “Ap- 
pointment of the committee 
doesn’t necessarily bind us 
... but quite possibly, they'll 
come up with something 
that’s attractive. y 

Councilman Silas Payne 
agreed, pointing out that the 
expensive Nolte report, basis 

‘of the defeated bond issue pro- 
gram, will not have been done 
‘in vain. 

“I see nothing wrong with 
‘using some city sales tax mon- 
ey to take part in a city-county 
Piogram,” said Councilman 
James Calloway. Councilman 
Ira Bonde also supported the 
study but predicted that not 
everyone was going to agree 
on a city-county formula to 
‘share the cost. 

“I’m sure there will be 
some pulling and hauling,” 
Mayor Lawson said. “Howev- 
er, if this committee, which 
is a good one, comes up with 
a formula, it will probably 
be equitable.” 

Councilmen also talked about 
two matters dealing with the 
care and feeding of yards in 
Menlo Park. 

They heard City Attorney 
John Jorgenson outline a pro- 
| posal to revise a section of the 
city code dealing with hedge, 
tree and shrub height. 

The city has been having 
problems with legal interpre- 
tation of hedges and limits 
on their height. 

| Recently, a local resident’s 
back-yard row of trees was rul- 
ed to be a hedge after a dis 
pute over light and air with a 
neighbor. The city council had 
to make the judgement. 
| Jorgenson is proposing that 
all future questions of plant 
| growth height violations be 
| listed as private nuisances so 
| that civil court action will be 
|;complainant’s recourse. 
| Exceptions are corner lots. 
The city may also call a public 
hearing to determine if a pub- 
| lic or private nuisance is in- 
volved. 

A new ordinance is being 
drawn up by the city attor- 
ney which he hopes will eli- 
minate the use of front pards 
as parking lots for non-opera- 
tive vehicles.

We Should Give 
Children a Chance 


It’s very easy for people to run through the pat phrases 
of humanitarianism when they are discussing the problems 
of a minority group which is emerging to the “privilege” 
and responsibility accorded those who have already fought 
their fight and “won” it. It is less easy for them to stick to 
the script when they are cast in the role of parents. 

It is probably safe to make the generalization that 
many or most children attending elementary schools in Cali- 
fornia today will grow up to live in communities where 
there is a larger Negro population than in the town where 
their parents grew up. It is also probably safe to say that 
the parent who sells his home only because the proportion 
of white children is lessening in his chool district makes 
an error in judgment. 

Leaving other important factors out, it must be true 
that a child raised aware of the problems, and children 
often understand better than adults, will be better able 
to cope when he emerges from the coccoon of childhood. 

A parent's role can be defined as fitting the child to 
take a thinking place in HIS adult world. There is little 
value in persuading children that superiority is inherent 
in a neighborhood or a school or a color. The oncoming 
generation should have the opportunity to step a little 
ahead of its own time in terms of intellectual approach. 

“What's good enough for me...” has always been a

Budget Meet Goes On

The full story will be known 
before this appears in print, 
but as this is written the bill 
to increase the budget for this 
year is still tied up in confer- 
ence committee. Just when it 
will emerge is problematical, 
but there will be no adjourn- 
ment of our special session un- 
til both houses agree on the 
total amount. 

To repeat, the Governor 
signed the $3.14 billion budget 
which was passed in the dying 
moments of the regular session, 
but declared that this amount 
was not enough to run the 
state properly during this fiscal 
year. Therefore, he requested 
$114 million more from the 
special session to fill up the 
gaps. 

By way of taxation to sup- 
port this spending program, he

renewed the demand for revi- 
sion in income, bank and cor- 
poration, and insurance taxes 
which he had made to the regu- 
lar session. 

The proposal to withhold 
income taxes starting in 1965 
was quietly put to rest in 
Senate committee, but the 
other bills were sent to the 
floor. 

Bulwarked by two official 
opinions that it would be legal 
to pass the bank and corpora- 
tion bill with a simple major- 
ity vote, it was sent to the As- 
sembly by a one vote margin. 
The other bills, to end install- 
ment payment of income taxes, 
and to speed up payment of the 
insurance tax, passed without 
difficulty. 

In the meantime, the budget 
request was cut back some $30 
million by the Senate commit- 
tee, and was sent to the floor 
at about $84 million. A two- 
thirds vote was required for 
passage, and the abesnce of two 
Senators enabled opponents of 


for a county-wide equalizing 
property tax was struck from 
the Senate bill, and this may 
delay final action on the mat- 
ter. The Assembly may insist 
on its retention, and if it is lost, 
may move to limit the increase 
to one year only. 

A problem involving deer- 
hunting legislation which de- 
veloped in the final hours of 
the regular session is near solu- 
tion in the special. Powers of 
the Fish and Game Commission 
to set seasons for types of deer 
hunts were permitted to lapse 
when the bill to continue them 
was killed in the Assembly. 


Since this would have led to 
a big snafu, the opposing Leg- 
islators got together, secured 
an opinion that the matter 
could be taken up legally in 
the special session, and have 
agreed to compromise provi- 
sions which will straighten 
things out.

To the Editor: 


Rumors concerning the supposed academic weaknesses 
of Ravenswood High School are still the favorite topic of 
conversation at many a kaffee klatsch. 


Since the number of students at Ravenswood is small 
compared to a high school like Menlo-Atherton (Ravens- 
wood 890 students this past year; M-A 2,200) there will 
naturally be limitations in course offerings. 


However, in practice this often works to the student’s 
advantage, and college preparation is in no way jeopardized. 


Consider physics, for instance. As a separate course, 
it is not offered because very few students requested it. 


But many students are interested in beginning elec- 
tronics. Our high school is one school with an electronics 
laboratory. 


Advanced electronics students may elect to take ad- 
vanced physics and electronics at the $125,000 Lenkurt 
laboratory at Sequoia High. (All high schools in the district 
may bus students to this lab.) 


By taking this special course, students receive two 
hours a day of physics instruction instead of the one hour 
they would have if they took a regular physics course in 
their own school. 


One parent became alarmed on seeing no class offered 
in general homemaking. Inquiring from the principal, we 
learned that, because elementary schools have presented 
a strong homemaking program, the high school adminis- 
tration decided to avoid needless repetitions. So they 
eliminated beginning sewing and cooking in favor of more 
advanced specialized courses in sewing and foods. 


Rumor has it that Ravenswood students are so poorly 
prepared they are unable to enter the college of their choice. 
Yet this September, there will be Ravenswood graduates 
of 1963 and previous years at the following colleges and 
universities:

One of the most modern, spa- 
cious and purposeful recreation 
centers to be found anywhere 
in the United States makes its 
debut August 10. The Menlo 
Parw Recreation Center is its 
name and enjoyment its reason 
for being. 

“Local recreation people 
are amazed to see what we 
will have here in a town of 
only 29,000 population,” 
spoke Fred Parsons, Menlo 
Park recreation department 
head. 

“A Northern California rec- 
reation authority has told us 
we have one of the most up to 
date recreation centers in the 
States.” 

With 15,000 feet of floor 
space and another 14,448 feet 
in patio area, the new building 
also has the equipment and fa- 
cilities to accommodate any- 
thing from ping-pong to fashion 
shows. 

What benefit will the center 
have upon the city of Menlo 
Park? 

“We'll be increasing our 
dancing activities, plus lunch- 
eon and dinner groups, who’ve 
had trouble finding regular 
meeting places,” said Parsons. 
“Add all this to what we can 
offer at Burgess Gym and area 
schools and parks during the 


summer and it’s easy to see 
just how diversified the recre- 
ation program in Menlo Park 
will be. 

Even with opening day 
still 10 days off, the center is 
already being eyed by various 
civic groups for their meet- 
ing places. Menlo-Atherton 
High School has already re- 
quested the center for the 
junior prom, senior ball and 
the graduation night party. 
Two big dance rooms which 

have sliding glass doors lead- 
ing onto a_ beautiful patio, 
makes the center ideal for eve- 
ning dancing groups. 

The control center has visual 
control over all “noise areas” 
in the center. “Accordion’- 
type and glass doors make it 
possible to supervise patio ac- 
tivity from the control center 
desk. 

There is a paging system 
which reaches every room and 
onto the patio. There are five 
television outlets, an automatic 
projection screen and _ spot- 
lights which can create a num- 
ber of dimmed effects when 
utilized. 

There will be seven vending 
machines, containing all re- 
freshments, to go along with a 
large kitchen area.

A sound proof music room 
has 16 set of headphones. 
Stereo music is piped into 
the room for those not desir- 
ing to choose from an exten- 
sive record library. There 
are volume controls in each 
room. 


There is one large meeting 
room, which can be partitioned 
into three smaller rooms. In 
addition, there are two sound- 
proof meeting rooms, with ad- 
joining private patios. 

In the big multi-purpose 
room, there is considerable 
space for the three ping pong 
tables and three pool tables. 

“We're just loaded,” said a 
smiling Parsons. 

All of the chairs and tables 
are solid objects and the 
waste receptacles plastic to 
reduce the possibility of noise 
disturbance. 


The large patio has its own 
public address set-up. Patio 
space will be used for dancing, 
when there is inside dancing;

The center has a portable 
rostrum which can be used in 
the patio without having to ex- 
tend long extension cords from 
inside the building.

The landscape in and about 
the building area will include 
lawns, potted plants — when 
completed —and some long- 
standing oak trees. The recre- 
ation center is right behind the 
police station and planning 
office and directly across the 
street from the first-base side 
of the large Burgess baseballl 
field.

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In the Garden: 


Plants of a shade-loving na- 
ture are relatively plenitful in 
California nurseries, but there 
is a world of difference in the 
degree of shade they will tol- 
erate. Some “shade” plants will 
sulk when given too much 
shade, while others adapt to 
whatever amount you give 
them. The problem, obviously, 
is to find the right plant for 
the shady place you want to 
plant it. 

All plants like some light 


Pest Invasion 
Hits California 
This Month 


Californians are probably in 
for an August-September siege 
of pests that can seriously dam- 
age dichondra and blade grass 
lawns, shrubbery and other 
plants. 

August is usually the hottest 
month of the year in many por- 
tions of California. Along the 
southern and northern coast, 
a hot August is often the pre- 
lude to an even hotter Septem- 
ber. 

These weather conditions 
are ideal as far as numerous 
pests are concerned — par- 
ticularly turf cutworms, lawn 
moths, sod webworms, cater- 
pillars, mites and aphids. For 
that matter, snails, slugs and 
bugs of other varieties still 
present problems into the 
fall months. 

To find out whether your 
lawn is afflicted with a heavy 
incidence of ornamental pests, 
try this. 

Put a teaspoon of household 
detergent liquid into a half- 
gallon container of water. Mix 
and mup over a square foot of 
lawn area. 

This irritates pests such as 
lawn moth larvae, cutworms, 
army worms, and other bugs 
that heavily populate lawns, 
particularly during August 

and September. 

Once irritated, these pests 
crawl into the open. If as few 
as one or two are observed per 
square foot, Arnold recom- 
mends that spraying be start- 
ed immediately, and continued 
on a monthly basis through 
September. 

If left untreated, Arnold 
notes, gardens can suffer seri- 
ous damage. _ 


—this every gardener knows. 
But there are a few which 
will thrive even when the 
shade is dense and uncom- 
promising. Fatshedera, for 
instance, that hybrid off- 
spring of two unlikely par- 
ents — ivy and Japanese ar- 
alia — is one you can count 
on for the darkest corners of 
your landscape. It will grow 
in the dense shade of a cor- 
ridor or under the dark ov- 
erhang of a front porch eave. 
There are other plants which 
grow under such conditions, 
but many will sulk and grow 
rangy; their foliage is lustre- 
less and they obviously need 
more light. 

Fuchsias are shade lovers, 
but many gardeners make the 
mistake of giving them too 
much shade. The result, as in- 
dicated above, is a lack-lustre 
quality, a shortage of bloom 
and generally sub-par perfor- 
mance. Fuchsias live in shade 
and like it, but make sure that 
they get enough light to keep 
their foliage full and fresh. 
With this requirement met, 
they will give you profuse 
bloom from late spring until 
late fall. 

Nurserymen have many vari- 
eties of fuchsias in bloom right 
now, so if you’re looking for 
color to fill that not-too-shaded 
corner, drop by and have your 
pick. 

Among the plant families 
that thrive in shaded spots 
are the ferns. It would take 
more space than we have to 
describe all the different 
ferns available in California, 
but a visit to your local nur- 
sery will uncover more than 
you can probably use in your 
garden. These are the es- 
sence of beauty in summer 
gardens — cool and refresh- 
ing even on the hottest days. 

At this time of year, when 
shade is a prime consideration 
of garden enjoyment, the use 
of two tuberous plants can be 
especially pleasant. Tuberous 
Begonias, which may be bought 
in bloom at nurseries now, and 
cyclamen, also available in 
bloom, are exotic bright spots 
for any shaded spot. 

There was a time when the 


‘above two were incompatible 


for the simple reason that tu- 
berous begonias were summer- 
blooming and cvclamen were 
winter-blooming. Hybridizing 
and hot-house methods of forc- 
ing, however, have given us 
cyclamens that bloom from 
summer on into winter, » and

the gardener who doesn’t take 
advantage of this to plant them 
with begonias is passing a good 
bet. The two “rivals” both have 
the same cultural require- 
ments. They like shaded spots 
— but not too shaded, please. 
They like bi-monthly feeding 
with fish emulsion and fre- 
quent watering. If they sulk at 
any time, it is usually because 
of too much shade, so beware 
of this possibility. 

Among the larger shrubs 
which will thrive in shade 
spots, none is showier under 
such conditions than the hy- 
drangea. This large-flowered 
beauty can be transplanted 
into the garden for a big 
show of instant color. 

There are several shades of 
pink available in the hydran- 
gea family — some bordering 
on the mahogany side. White 
and blue flowered varieties are 
also found, though the latter

should have some iron or alu- 
minum sulfate added to the soil 
to keep them that color. 

Look, too, for the golden- 
flecked aucuba, or Gold Dust 
‘Plant. It takes a considerable 
amount of shade and always 
maintains a glossy-leaved ap- 
pearance, in spite of it. The 
foliage is full and dense, also, 
which is the indicator of shade

tolerance in the plant world. 
Aucubas are also available in 
solid green varieties, and if 
you plant both male and fe. 
male shrubs, the result will be 
beautiful glossy red berries in 
late fall and early winter. 
There are many other shade- 
loving plants, as you'll find, but 
none that gives a better per- 
formance than this.
